CLIO-PHI  STANDING  TOGETHER 


Since  the  founding  of  the  college  in 
18  56  the  existence  of  a  campus  organization  for  the  literary 
improvement  of  its  members  has  been  nearly  continuous. 
Until  1890  the  group  bore  the  name  of  the  Mars  Hill  College 
Literary  Society,  but  in  that  year  a  division  took  place  under 
the  leadership  of  J.  J.  Ammons,  who  was  president  of  the 
old  society  by  its  unanimous  vote.  Tom  Blankenship,  of 
Flag  Pond,  Tennessee,  and  L.  A.  Bryan,  of  Mars  Hill,  were 
appointed  by  the  president  to  serve  as  the  respective  temp- 
orary leaders  of  the  new  Philomathian  and  Euthalian  societies 
until  officers  might  be  elected  according  to  parliamentary 
procedure.  After  a  period  of  consideration,  Douglas  Tweed, 
of  Marshall,  was  elected  to  the  first  presidency  of  the 
Philomathian  Literary  Society,  while  A.  F.  Sams,  of  Mars 
Hill,  gained  the  same  recognition  in  the  Euthalian  Society. 

The  first  Philomathian  meeting  place  was  the  right  hand 
side  of  the  Music  Building,  occupied  until  recently  by  the 
college  bookstore.  Here  weekly  meetings  were  held  for 
twenty  successive  school  years,  until  the  construction  of 
Moore  Hall  in  1910,  both  societies  then  migrating  to  spacious 
new  halls  allotted  them  there. 

An  interesting  sidelight  is  thrown  on  early  society  his- 
tory by  recollection  of  the  first  query  for  inter-society  debate 
— "Resolved:  That  the  United  States  shall  perish  from  the 
earth  as  the  nations  of  antiquity  have  done."     The  local 


gentry  were  quite  as  much  wrought  up  over  the  topic  as 
were  the  society  members  themselves.  It  is  unfortunate 
that  no  record  of  the  decision  of  the  judges  is  available. 

During  the  following  three  decades  the  Philomathians 
saw  many  changes  and  much  progress — changes  in  member- 
ship, changes  in  their  hall  of  blue  and  white,  progress  in 
an  indomitably  heightening  loftiness  of  society  ideals.  Yet 
through  all  the  vicissitudes  of  those  formative  years,  the 
Philomathians  worked  hand  in  hand  with  their  sisters,  the 
members  of  the  Clio  Literary  Society,  consistently  over- 
coming in  the  name  of  truth,  purify,  and  fidelity. 

It  is  with  constant  recognition  of  the  worth  of  such 
ideals  that  Clio-Phi  is  this  year  enabled  to  assume  quarters 
in  a  new  hall  of  blue  and  white — the  hall  of  friendship,  as 
it  is  frequently  called — in  the  Wall  Building,  Mars  Hill's 
most  recent  monument  to  service  in  behalf  of  education.  The 
celebration  of  the  completion  of  a  half  century  of  rigid 
adherence  to  such  ideals  marks  an  achievement  in  which 
not  only  Clio-Phi  rejoices,  but  also  the  rest  of  the  college 
family.

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EUTHALIA  THROUGH  THE  YEARS 


riFTY  YEARS  AGO  On  a  September  Saturday 
afternoon,  the  members  of  the  Mars  Hill  Literary  Society 
gathered  at  their  place  of  meeting  for  a  momentous  occasion. 
They  gathered  to  divide  the  one  society  into  two.  J.  J. 
Ammons,  their  president,  called  the  meeting  to  order,  and 
the  division  began.  Out  of  this  meeting  emerged  the  Eutha- 
lian  and  Philomathian  Literary  Societies. 

Lewis  Bryan  undertook  the  leadership  of  the  Euthalians 
untd  they  could  draw  up  a  constitution  and  by-laws,  and 
elect  a  president  in  the  regular  manner.  After  nearly  four 
months  of  organization,  the  Euthalians  elected  A.  F.  Sams 
of  Mars  Hill  as  their  president;  thus  began  the  fifty  fruitful 
years  of  Euthahan  history. 

In  1896  the  Nonpareil  Literary  Society  was  organized 
and  was  selected  to  be  the  sister  society  to  the  Euthalians. 

Until  1910,  when  the  present  administration  building 
was  erected,  the  Euthalians  met  in  what  was  then  known  as 
the  Mars  Hill  Chapel,  the  building  to  which  the  marker  on 
the  circle  is  dedicated. 

As  the  school  grew  from  an  academy  with  only  a  few 
students  to  a  college  with  eight  hundred,  so  grew  the  literary 
societies.  The  Euthalians  started  out  with  about  twenty 
members;  at  present  there  are  one  hundred  and  thirteen. 
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From  1910  to  1940  the  Euthalians  met  once  a  week  in 
their  hall  in  the  administration  building  for  the  purpose  of 
training  the  members  in  the  finer  things  of  life.  From  these 
meetings  came  men  who  today  are  famous  throughout  the 
state  and  nation.  In  1940  the  school's  new  Wall  Building 
was  completed  and  the  Euthalians  moved  from  their  old  hall, 
full  of  sacred  memories,  into  their  new  quarters  here.  With 
this  moving  moved  also  the  spirit  of  Euthalia.  It,  too,  now 
abides  in  the  new  science  building. 

In  the  fifty  years  between  1890  and  1940,  the  Euthalians 
met  with  many  trials  and  many  triumphs,  but  through  it  all 
the  ideals  of  the  society  were  kept  ever  present  in  the  minds 
of  the  members.  As  long  as  there  is  a  Euthalia  these  ideals 
of  dignity,  simplicity,  and  conservatism  will  go  on  as  the 
great  goals  of  a  great  society.
